"FOR OWN GAIN." 


Each of the seven defendants, the 


indictment asserted, "conceived the 
fraudulent scheme and plan of get- 
ting control, for theff own gain, prof- 
it and benefit, and for the gain, profit 
and benefit of their past and future 
clients 
and 
employers and 
their 


friends, of the administration of the 
immense emergency construction pro- 
gram of the government during the 
war including the determination of 
the policy to be followed the form of 
contract grossly, unconscionably and 
fraudulently favorable to the contrac- 
tors and in a like manner and to the 
same extent unfavorable to the Uni- 
ted States. 


The defendants it was charged, ad- 


ministered laws and regulations of 
the war department contrary to true 
Intent. 


NAME ARMY MEN. 


The indictment recited the names of 


numerous army officers who, it said, 
were deceived, misled and over-ridden 
by the defendants 
causing 
great 


waste of money appropriated by con- 
gress and unjustifiable profits to the 
defendants and their associates. 


Forty-seven overt acts were enum- 


erated, and others without number 
were charged In tha general accusa- 
tion.

The plan for Greater Decatur has 


IK>W been before the people for ap- 
proximately two years. During this 
time ample provision has been given 
lor discussion on the part of tax- 
payers concerning its various phases 
and recommendations and It is most 
encouraging that this long period of 
deliberation and thought on the part 
of Decatur's leading citizens has de- 
veloped no current of antagonism or 
even criticism. 


It was apparent during the period 


of reconstruction following the war 
that no part of the plan necessitating 
large expenditures 
could be under- 


taken. 1923 should, 
however, see 


actual and definite steps taken to- 
ward the carrying out of this great 
and comprehensive tcheme for De- 
catur's betterment. 


TWO RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Tha first two steps I would recom-

haps be the creation of a park board,

writer, be given jurisdiction over all 
trees on the city's streets.

Paris, Dec. 30.—Does the year end 


better than It began? 


Neither for France nor for Europe 


can the question be answered affirm- 
atively. 


Throughout 1922 France continued 


to borrow to repair the- ruins caused 
by German aggression. She already 
has spent In this way for reconstruc- 
tion and pensions more than eighty 
billion francs,, plus expenses of the 
army of occupation. 


HUGE ABSORPTION. 


The debt service absorbs over thlr- 


ten billion francs annually, not count- 
ing our foreign debt upon which we 
have not yet paid any Interest, 


All that we have collected from 


Ge'rmany is 1,720,000,000 gold marks. 
These receipts, which amo-nted to an 
average of 63,000,000 monthly In 1920- 
1921 
fell '.o 22,000,000 during 1922. 


Reparations in kind, except coal, are 
'going badly and as a consequence 
France must borrow continually while 
taxes have risen from four and one- 
half billion francs in 1913 to twenty- 
one billions In 1922. They cannot be 
Increased indefinitely. Even so the 
debt service shows a deficit In the 
1313 budget of over four billions. 


STEADILY WORSE. 


This shows our situation during the 


past year grew worse Instead of bet- 
ter. 
Will the coming Paris confer- 


ence show progress either financial 
or political? It would be rash to say 
so. The discord between France ana 
Britain has been demonstrated In the 
reparations commission where Brad- 
bury, the English representative, with 
strange partiality refused to agree 
•with his colleagues 
that Germany 


had failed in deliveries In kind, al- 
though this fact was obvious. 


SHOWIXG UNREST. 


Those conquered in 1918 are show- 


Ine disquieting activity In 1922. The 
Eapallo treaty revealed the closeness 
of Moscow's relations with Berlin 
whereof a thousand new symptoms 
are coming into evidence. There also 
to a, close relationship T>etween the 
Kemallsta and the Soviet and through 
them, -with Berlin. 


Worse yet, the revenge Idea, which 


course has animated these three gov- 
ernments seems capable of practical 
realization since the Turks effaced 
their defeat, reinstated themselves In 
Europe, re-took Constantinople and ' 
Eastern Thrace and eliminated ef- 
fective control of the straits by the 
western powers. 


WELL AWAKENED,

All this Is, happening tn an unor- ; 


ganic Europe. Only the little entente j 
countries seem to understand that 
safety lies in unity and this unlt-v 
enables them moreover to restore 
themselves economically. 


On the other hand the status of the 


relations between them and the Wesf- 
ern Powers—England, France, Italy 
and Belgium—is undefined. 
We've 


lived from day to day without defin- 
ing any base for agreement and not 
preparing for any. There Is no con- 
tinental policy any more than a pol- 
icy between the continent and the 
Anglo-Saxons. 
In 1914 Europe, de- 


spite Its shakiness, w.as better ordered 
than In 1922. 


There Is ample room In this chaos 


for great efforts and great results, 
but there can't be results until there 
is a will for them. Will 1913 bring 
it?

CARRIES HEAVY TRAFFIC 


The cause of the failure of this 
oad was not learned It Is a highway 
which 1* one of th» main arteries 
eadlng Into Cincinnati, Joining that 
city to another olty the size of De- 


catur, and it carries » tmftlo whloh 
is donftless heavier than that on any 
road leading into Decatur. 


While no definite figures were ob- 


tained on the cost of maintenance one 
would fancy that It must amount to 
almost as much as the original coit 
of the road. It is a significant fact 
that much of the new surface that Is 
being put on Is concrete. 


MACADAM FAILS 


The Independence pike Is a highway 


leading south from Cincinnati from 
the Kentucky county seat of Inde- 
pendence and beyond This was orig- 
inally a macadam toll road 
A few 


years ago it was purchased by the 
counties through which it passes and 


since been maintained by the 


counties It was given av surface ot 
bituminous macadam This wore out 
and the 
road 
became 
frightfully 


rough. Last spring 
Kenton 
county 


spent »40 000 In resurfacing the sec- 
tion in that county, neglecting other 
roads in order to carry out this ex- 
pensive system of repairs.

Washington, Dec. SO.—Business staged a come-back in 


1922. Measured by every standard known to industry, it trav- 
eled to within a stone's throw of real prosperity. Here and there 
great industries swung high up the ladder of progress with new 
records of achievement. Labor shot idleness into the discard, 
pushed up its wage scales and endfd the twelve months with a 
general shortage of workers. 


All industry was on the march toward prosperity through- 


out the year. The farmer alone lagged behind the procession, 
but he mended his pace in the closing months and bettered his 
situation by increasing his income approximately $1,800,000,- 
000 over 1921. 


SHORT OF 1920. 


The total volume of business, according to records of car 


loadings kept by the American Railway association, increased 
by approximately eleven per cent over 1921. We failed to reach 
the high record of 1920, however, by about six per cent. 


Indications generally point to the attainment of a still 


greater measure of prosperity in 1923. The present year closes 
with activity in most lines near the peak, the recessions during 
November and December from the 
high mark being attributed 
to seasonal declines In several major 
industries, 
notably 
building con- 


struction and the manufacture 
ft 


automobiles.

icr all commodities, placing prices on 
an average at about fifty-five pei 
cent above the 1913 level. Dun's In- 
dex places the rise at nearly twenty 
points and the level above 1918 prices 
at about eighty per cent. 


COMMODITY PRICES SOAR. 


In the field of basic commodities, 


iron and steel production staged a 
spectacular return to hizh figures 
and high prices. The average daily 
production of pig iron rose from 53,- 
000 tons In January to the high point 
of 85,000 tons in October and the 
estimated dally production of steel 
Ingots from 70,000 in January to 126,- 
000 In October. Unfilled orders on 
the books of the United States Steel 
Corporation climbed upward steadily 
from February with 4,141,000 tons to 
November with nearly 7,000,000 tons. 


Prices of these two products shot 


skyward during the year, rising In 
the case of pig iron from an average 
of $18.14 to $31.78 per ton, and in 
the case of steel from a composite 
average of 2.M to 2.57 cents a pound. 
Consumption of Iron and steel was 
greatly Increased by railroad equip- 
ment orders. The American Railway 
association, which compiles such sta- 
tistics figures that the total number 
of freight car 
Installed and on or- 


der from the first of the year to the 
middle of November wa* 121 205 as 
compared with only 48,737 during the 
entire year of 1921. 


WORK OVERTIME. 


Virtually every steel oar company 


in the country worked overtime from 
early In the year till Its close. So 
did the locomotive works. 
Up to 


Nov. 15 the railroads had Unstalled 
and ordered during the year 2,349 
locomotive*, as compared wtth 1 382 
daring th« previous year. 


COAI. PRODUCTION HIGH. 


Ths coal Industry was wrecked by 


a strike which extended Into Its fifth 
month. Notwithstanding, production 
-of bituminous coal during the pres- 
ent year, according to all Indications, 
will surpass last year's output by a 
few million tons. Anthracite produc- 
tion was limited by mine capacity 
and 'slumped about 25,000.000 tons 
under the previous year's output. 


Coal prices also soared, but ttie 


establishment of limits by the trov- 
ernment curtailed, somewhat, the 
rising tendency. Estimates baseS on 
data obtained by the Geological Sur- 
vey and the coaT distributor Indi- 
cate that coa', consumers will have 
to pay 
bout $500,000.000 more this 


year for their fuel than they paid 
last year, the tonnage being about 
the samre. 


LABOR UNSETTLED. 


Tl e labor situation 1 . the coal In- 


dustry remains unsettled. Resumption 
of work last August left the Issue 
between mBners and operators unde- 
cided am" with fair prospect of an- 
other .national strike wtien the pres- 
ent agreement expires on the first of 
April next 


In the group of non-ferrous met- 


als, the copper mines -sliowed toward 
the end of the year a tendency to 
Increase production under the stim- 
ulus of increased demand; zinc work- 
ed off Its stocks' and Increased its 
production to about seventy per pent 
of the 1920 record; aluminum prices 
hovered around 
-Che elght«en-cent 


level but rose at the end of the year, 
and lead prices spurted upward moro 
than thirty oer cent in eight months, 
due to betterment of general condi- 
tions. 


IffiCORD DEMAND FOR AUTOS. 
The National Automobile Chamber 


of Commerce forecast/In the early 
months a fair average year's busi- 
ness. A record 
demand, however, 


gave the automotive Industries suoh 
great momentum that to their own 
surprise they excelled the banner 
year of 1920 The nlo^ement has car-j 
ried forward through tt» early win,- 


ter with such force that another high 
record may be established next year. 
Ford i* planning still larger produc- 
tion and his nearest competitor has

From lowly levels of ten years ago 


gasoline production has climbed up- 
ward with the growing use of the 
automobile till it ranks now well 
among the major Industries. A new 
record for consumpt'on was created 
during the present year, according 
to data obtained by the Bureau of 
Mines, tile total being estimated at 
5,600,000,000 gallons as compared with 
4 500,000,000 gallons last year. 
Ac- 


cording to this estimate every auto- 
mobile In the country consumed, on 
the average, ten gallons of gasoline 
a week. 


HIGHER GASOLINE EXPECTED. 
With the plok-up in demand for 


other petroleum products, retail gas- 
oline prices dropped during ths year 
approximately five cents a gallon 
The end of the movement however, 
apparently has been readhed. Higher 
prices are expected during the early 
part of next year. 


Production 
of 
automobile 
tires 


kept pace with the increase In cars, 
rising from 
2,000,000 new tires In 


January to nearly 8,000,000 monthly 
toward the close of the year. Prices 
fluctuated during the year, a sub- 
stantial drop being succeeded by an 
advance of about ten ner cent. 


GREAT BUILDING BOOM. 


Building operations In the twenty- 


seven states covered by the Dodge 
.company survey reflected throughout 
ilu wlldn«ss of the boom on which 
' 10 building trades were launched. 
!» that area the value of operations 
undertaken during the year will ap- 
'ro\imate $3,500,000,000, a fifty per 
i >.nt Increase over last year. Labor 
>nd material costs rose sharply—in 
t le aggregate as much as thirty per 
cent In some localities—but appar- 
ently did not check the rush for 
homes Brlok prlcos soared to dlizy 
•helglhts; lumber mills booked more 


orders than they could fill; cement 
manufacturer* worked overtime and 
Increased prices about fifteen per 
cent; and labor reaped a ."Ieh har- 
vest In rising wages and bonuses. 


In New York City, according to 


one authority, skilled workmen in 
the buildiinsr trades, such as carpen- 
ters, plumbers, plasterers and paint- 
ers, commanded up to $30 a day, while 
wages of $12 »nd $15 a day were the 
rule. 


RECORD FOE HIGHWAYS. 


More than 10,000 miles of federal- 


aid highways were completes doc- 
ing the year, according to the bureaui 
of public roads. This Is s new rec- 
ord, marking measurable progress on 
the fifteen-year program wiich calls 
for the construction of 180,000 miles 
Estimates to the bureau from the 
various states place the total cost of 
new construction In 19S2 throughout 
the United States at not far frorn^ 
$760,000,000. This Is about fifty per 
cent In excess of work done In any 
previous year. 


IMMIGRATION CHECKED. 


A feature at the year's progress 


was the small volume of Immigra- 
tion. Under the check of the three 
per cent law the human tides flowed 
slowly. Figures are Incomplete, but 
during the first nine months of 1932 
the Immigration bureau reports total 
alien admissions dropped to 243,000 
as compared witto 473,000 during the 
same period last year. 
' 


It Is doubtful. If more than half of 


the number of last year's Immigrants 
was admitted In 1922. As the year 
ended, large employers of labor, In 
concert with banking and agricul- 
tural Interests, had: started a move- 
ment looking to lowering the Immi- 
gration bars. 


FARMER STILL SICK MAN 


The farmer continued a elck man 


financially. Com and cotton recorded 
sweeping advances during the fall, 
to the benefit of the soufhen farm- 
ers chiefly. Whnat prices rose slight- 
ly; live stock, especially hoes, showed 
gains, and oatc and other standard 
crops move* slightly upward. In con- 
trast was the plight of Minnesota 
farmers who planted thousands of 
acres In potatoes, much of which still 
lie in the ground because It cost more 
'„-> harvest them than they would 
fetch in the market. Similar, too, was 
the ease >of the melon planters of the 
south, whose over-production killed 
th market, 


The farmer's increased Income from 


liis crops, according to figures pre- 
pared by the Department at Agricul- 
ture, was more than offset by still 
greater rises in the cost of all he 
must buy. However, he is In some- 
what better shape this year than 
last, the department advisee, largely 
because he has bean enabled to pay 
off some of his Indebtedneas.

railroad shopmen were factors in 
local business found their business 
at a low ebb and credits used to the 
limit.

New York, Dec. 30—It would be 


liffflcult to imagine a more Inter- 
esting or more significant cotton sea- 
son than the one just past. Both In 
respect to price movements and far- 
reaching 
effects 
of 
fundamental 


changes disclosed, the year will pass 
into history as marking an epoch in 
American cotton production. 


In order to obtain a balanced per- 


spective of recent events, It Is neces- 
sary to recall briefly happenings In 
1920, when, after a period of price In- 
flation following the Armistice, the 
value of cotton dropped from over 
forty cents to -tifider ten cents In 
few months. In view of the fact that 
much of this cotton cost over twenty- 
five cents to produce, southern grow- 
ers found themselves In financial dif- 
ficulties. 


PRODUCTIVE SEASON. 


But this Is not the whole story. The 


season had proved unusually produc- 
tive, resulting in a yield of 13,750.000 
bales, and a period of general finan- 
cial depression both at home and 
abroad deprived holders of any ready 
market for their cotton. Consumption 
fell off to 10,500,000 bales, compared 
with an annual figure of 14,500,000 
bales during the three years Immed- 
iately preceding the war. Cotton piled 
up at ports and Interior towns, ware- 
houses were full and every plantation 
had Its portion of the unsalable fruits 
of a year's labor. 


ACREAGE WAS CURTAILED. 


Tlie knowledge that many million 


bales would have to be carried over 
until another year brought planters 
face to face with an outlook which 
called for heroic measures. Leaders 
o£ the various farm Organizations, 
bankers and business men generally 
realized that a second large 
crop 


would prod-uce a situation from which 
it might take years to recover. 


Then began an educational cam- 


paign to reduce the 1021 cotton area 
to a figure that would insure a mbd- 
eia-te'yield and automatically elevate 
the price above the cost of produc- 
tion 
The pen succeeded far beyond 


Its original intent, for the growing 
season proved unpropitious. 


SERIOUS UNDERESTIMATE 


During the early part of the pres- 


ent year, spinning industries suffered 
from a serious uifder-estimate by the 
Department of Agriculture in the fall 
oi 1921. Fears of a shortage had been 
aiv-akened by an October report that 
the yield would be only 6,500,000 bales. 


This so startled the world that mills 


and particularly those of Great Brit- 
nn rushed into the market to 'protect 
themselves against 
future 
require- 


ments.

OUTLOOK MENACING. 


Spot dealers In this country, misled 


in the same way, carried cotton In 
warehouses at a heavy loss. Labor 
troubles In New England, followed

manufacturing circles, there seemed 
to exist a condition of paralysis. 


The entlra business outlook assured 


so menacing an aspect that few were 
bold enough to hazard risks Involved 
m making future engagements. Mill* 
used reserved stocks of raw materla 
for what new orders were booked 
There was hardly a mill In the coun- 
try that was not carrying some cot- 
ton bought at high prices in the fall 
of 1921. 


PLAN GREATER ACREAGE. 


With this condition prevailing in 


trade quarters, the South began Its 
plantings-preparations. Notwithstand- 
ing the fart that prices had failed 
to maintain I he pace set the previous 
fall, partly flue to working off the 
carrying-over from 1020, cotton grow- 
ers generall r realized that a good 
yield this ytar had now become. 1m 
peratlve. Instead of cotton curtail- 
ment, plans were, made to Increase 
acreage materially. It was confident' 
ly predicted In April that, with fav 
orable weather 20 per cent, more cot 
ton would be planted than th« pre- 
vious year. Owing to ravages of the 
boll weevil allowance had to be made 
Cor a reduced output per acre and In 
order to raise the crop necessary. It 
was imperative to start with a larger 
area.

Aside from this un- 
easiness of conscience on the part ot 
those whose point about public af- 
fairs 
is determined by conscience, 


there is, on the part of others, the 
lure of an uncompleted adventur*. 


ECONOMIC MOTIVE. 


In addition to all these causes for 


instant reaction 
to every 
Item of 


news about our 
foreign 
relations, 


there has come to be lately a consid- 
erable amount of •.economic motive. 
Our farmers have been told by many 
of their leaders that the chief cause 
of their present distress is the lack 
of a foreign market for the surplus 
of their goods. 


The distress which with the farm- 


ers Is a present actuality 
Is with 


many other elements of our business 
community a natter of apprehensive 
concern about the future. And since 
both the farmers and other business 
men are told that the 
surest cure, 


Doth for present distress and anti< 


clpated distress li bring Europe back 
to normal, this conslatutnes, In ad- 
dition to the others, ft concrete busi- 
ness motive for Intercut In anything 
that hints of coming action within 
this field. 


WAITING POUCT. 


As to that one !t<-m of our foreign 


relations which come* nearest to cov- 
ering the situation as a whole, name- 
ly, the Idea of our joining the League 
of Nations, or of proposing modifica- 
tions of It such as to make It an In- 
stitution which we could join, or of 
suggesting some alternative associa- 
tion of nations with 1he same broad 
objects. It Is clear that the American 
policy for the present and for nearly 
a year past has been one of waiting. 


President Harding it on record with 


sentiments of a benevolent purpose trj 
this direction so definite as to con- 
stitute almost a promise. Secretary 
Hughes and Secretary Hoover; as two 
of those thirty-ona Republicans who 
signed a statement on this subject 
during the campaign of 1920 are even 
more formally on record. 


That none of these men who are 


unmindful of their promises 
is no 


clear that even to state It Is almost 
uncalled for. But it Is equally clear 
that theise three men, being In posi- 
tions of responsibility, are closer to 
all the facts than any other Ameri- 
cans can be For that 
matter, the 


reasons are readily apparent to any- 
one even 
casually close to events, 


why these three men apparently fol- 
low a policy of regarding any Mead 
step toward an association of nations 
as the last, rather than 
the first, 


more in our foreign relations. 


MUST MAKE MOVE. 


There is hardly anything more oiear 


than the fact that the administration 
seems to have arrived some months 
ago at the position that there are 
some steps which ths countries ot 
Europe must take themselves In the 
direction of self-help before anything 
we can be of help to them. 


One American whose views are ac- 


cepted as having the greatest weight, 
a Republican and an advocate of the 
League of Nations, who Has access to 
the best Information, and who has 
given long thought to the best way 
of bringing that Ideal about, says 
that the fatal misstep which brought 
all tha present trouble was the fact 
that the Paris Peace Conference took 
things up In tha wrong order. They 
tried to do two things at once, name- 
ly, clean up the mess of the war and 
at the- same time set up an Institu- 
tion for future peace.

will add greatly to the diagnostic 
value of the pathological department. 


SPACE INADEQUATE 


There has been a very gratifying

These obsolete conditions still pre- 


vail even in some institutions which 
lay claim to being modern in every 
resepct. 


The recent developments In the 


X-ray treatment of cancer, seems to 
prove that machines capable of de- 
veloping a very high voltage are 
necessary to produce X-rays of short 
wav» length, or In other words, of 
great penetrating power, which will 
deliver a lethal, or knock-out dose 
to the deep seated cancer cells. 


IMPROVED MACHINE 


Soon after the war ended, word- 


came out of Germany that there had 
been developed, by German scientists, 
X-ray machines which by reason of 
their greater voltages were able to 
"cure'1 more cases of cancer than was 
possible with the machines In use 
elsewhere. Investigations were made 
by Professor Coolldge, of the Gener- 
al Electric Corporation, which Is a 
subsidiary of the General Electric 
Company, began the development and 
manufacture of 
the high voltage 


transformers. 


Some two months ago, a trans- 


former of this type was ordered, and 
will be installed Jan. .1. This will 
assure the hospital the service of the 
vast scientific resources of the Gen 
eral Electrio Corporation. 
This new 


apparatus will greatly supplement 
the us» of radium, according to the 
best qualified authorities, so that 
smaller quantities will be used.
